clarifies use of 
funds for land 


purchase 


During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 
night, Mayor Tom Maddox 
said he wanted to clarify 
some misunderstandings 
regarding the use of monies 
to purchase the property in 


-which the city had hoped 


would be the future site of 
the South Central Alabama 
Mental Health facility. 

“Anyone who read in the 
paper the article, which was 
accurate, there may have 
been some misunderstand- 
ing for the use of monies,” 
Maddox said. 

He said the June 13th 
meeting minutes show 
where the council gave the 
mayor authority to negotiate 
purchase of lots for a poten- 
tial economic development 
project. 

“That is what we did, 
and we felt like it was a 
good move,” Maddox said. 
I had talked with Daniel 
Stephens with the Industrial 
Development Board and 
Bart Boothe [city attor- 
ney] and based on Alabama 
Code 11-54-93 funds in 
the Industrial Development 
Board should be reverted 
back to the city if not used 
for a specific project.” 

He said those funds were 
no longer being used for the 
project in which had origi- 
nally been intended because 
it fell through. 

“Probably the best thing 
that could have been done 
was to put those funds back 
in the [city’s] general fund 
prior to when we did,” 
Maddox said. 

Council member Jane 
Brunson asked if all the 
funds were transferred back 
or just enough to purchase 
the land, and Maddox said 
just the amount that was 
used for the land purchase. 

“So, technically, they 
need to-return the rest of the 
money to us,” Brunson said. 

Later in the meeting, the 
mayor recognized local 
businessman Ted Vignola 
who had asked to speak on 
the matter. 

“I want to know why you 
bought the property and 
didn’t get an option on it 
when you didn’t have a con- 
tract with the mental health 
facility?” he asked. 

He said the property had

been on the market’ for 
25-plus years, and it seemed 
like a bad decision to pur- 
chase before the city knew 
for sure if it was going to 
get the facility or not.

Grantham said they were 
not.

AN ORDINANCE 
ESTABLISHING AND 
IMPLEMENTING 
YC Eo Ce eee 
RESTRICTIONS ON 
BRIDGES WITHIN 
THE DOWNTOWN 
BUSINESS DISTRICT IN 
THE CITY OF ELBA. 


WHEREAS, the downtown 
business district shall con- 
sist of all streets, roads, and 
highways lying inside the 
public highway loop, begin- 
ning at the intersection of 
AL Hwy 189 and Hwy 203 
south of Elba and continu- 
ing east on US Hwy 84 
to the intersection of Davis 
Street and Hwy 84 east of 
the city. 

WHEREAS, the bridges 
within that district belong 
to the City of Elba and are 
required to be maintained 
by the city. 

WHEREAS, the purpose of 
this Ordinance is to prevent 
damage to city bridges in 
the City of Elba which may 
be caused by vehicles of 
excessive weight, to extend 
the life expectancy of city 
bridges, and to reduce the 
public expense of their 
maintenance and repair. 
WHEREAS, Ala Code sec- 
tion 32-9-20 authorizes a 
county and municipalities 
to further restrict bridges 
weight limits on city road- 
ways as necessary to pro- 
tect the general welfare and 
public safety. 
THEREFORE, The Police 
Chief, or other officer of the 
Elba Police Department in 
conjunction with The City 
of Elba’s Street Department, 
shall install and post weight 
limits as determined by the 
city engineer and bridge 
inspector at the approaches 
to all bridges within the city 
of Elba. The City Council 
of Elba has determined 
that any person violating 
the posted weight restric- 
tion shall be cited by any 
duly authorized peace offi- 
cer with a Uniform Traffic 
Complaint and any such 
violation shall be punish- 
able by a fine not to exceed 
five hundred dollars ($500).

Our first born grandson Lawson celebrated his j2th 
birthday last week and it just doesn’t seem possible that 
my little man can really be just a year away from being a 
teenager. Lawson has been almost a daily visitor since he 
and his Mom moved back to Elba eight years ago, and I 
pray he it will continue that way for years to come as we 
get to watch him grow into a young man. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers and Brantley Bulldogs renewed 
their football rivalry last week and the battle of state 1A 
powers was everything it was billed to be as the Tigers 
scored late after a gallant Brantley comeback attempt to 
knock off the top-ranked Bulldogs 42-35. Elba led 28-14 
at the half and carried a 35-22 lead into the fourth quarter, 
but watched Brantley rally to pull even midway through 
the quarter and needed a late score to regain the lead 
and escape with the win. The game was far from perfect 
from a coaching viewpoint as Elba had five fumbles that 
resulted in 39 yards in losses and a Brantley touchdown, 
while Brantley was flagged for 17 penalties for 156 yards, 
including six major distance penalties. It was a fun game to 
watch for the fans; however, as they got to enjoy the atmo- 
sphere that is high school football, cheer after big plays, 
and yell at the refs. Yep, it was a good one! 

Elba continued to be led on offense by sophomore run- 
ning back Alvin Henderson, who rushed for 247 yards 
and 5 touchdowns, but the Tigers did pull a rabbit out of 
their hats as they were a perfect 4 for 4 passing for over 
100 yards and a 66-yard td toss. The Elba offense began 
to grow a little and showed it could do more than just snap 
the ball to Henderson and watch him run. Over on defense 
the Tigers allowed four touchdowns and continued to 
struggle to defend the pass, but did come up with a couple 
of big plays of their own, including a big fourth down stop 


near the midfield stripe. I know there are a lot of things’ 


Elba needs to improve on if they hope to keep winning, but 
this team and coaches don’t seem to mind hard work and I 
expect the Tigers to keep getting better as the season rolls 
along and to be a team to watch in the 1A ranks. 

*** Tt wasn’t the best of weeks for the teams in the 
area, but Zion Chapel did get its first win of the season 
to grab the spotlight. The Rebels turned back a talented 
bunch of Samson Tigers to claim a 19-6 region win and 
after a slow start may be ready to get on a roll, while New 
Brockton was surprised by previously winless Daleville 
34-24, Kinston battled for all four quarters in a 30-20 
region loss to undefeated Georgiana, and Brantley saw its 
27-game regular season winning streak snapped in a 42-35 
loss to Elba. The Gamecocks slipped to 0-4 with the loss to 
the Warhawks and appear to be headed for yet another los- 
ing season since moving up to the 3A ranks. The Bulldogs 
from Coffee County have now lost two straight games 
after opening the season with a win and are already fight- 
ing for their playoff lives just four weeks in the season. 
The Bulldogs from Crenshaw County may have lost the 
battle in Elba, but are still very talented and aren’t going 
anywhere after a first regular season loss in three years. 

*** Tt was another wild week across the state as 14 
teams ranked in the top ten fell to defeat, including two 
number one teams, and one #2, one #3 and one #4 team. 
In early season play the schedule often has more to do with 
the rankings than a team’s true quality. Up in the 7A ranks, 
top-ranked Central, of Phenix City, was knocked off by 
Opelika 17-14, in overtime, while Enterprise jumped out to 
a 51-0 halftime advantage and coasted to a 58-14 win over 
Smiths Station; and Dothan picked up its third win of the 
young season with a 14-10 win over suddenly struggling 
Prattville. In 6A, Coach Ed Rigby’s Pike Road Patriots 
evened their record at 2-2 with a 35-21 win over Sidney 
Lanier, while down in the 5A ranks Charles Henderson 
remained unbeaten with a surprisingly easy 38-14 romp 
past Carroll, Eufaula remained undefeated with an impres- 
sive 43-7 win over Greenville, and Headland continued 
to be the surprise team in the classification with a solid

12-3 win over Rehobeth. In the 4A ranks, Andalusia con- 
tinued to cruise with a lopsided 50-9 win over outmanned 
Bullock County, while Slocomb hit a dead end in a 58-0 
loss to top-ranked Montgomery Catholic and Dale County 
continued its struggles with a 30-13 loss to Montgomery 
Academy. Things went pretty much as expected in the 
3A circles as Houston Academy pounded Ashford 49-16, 
Straughn rolled over 2A power Clarke County 35-21, and 
Opp battled past Providence Christian 20-14. In the 2A 
ranks, Highland Home kept on winning with a big 28-18 
win at Lanett, Abbeville got its first win of the season 
with a 24-8 upset over Geneva County, Ariton dominated 
G.W. Long 34-18, Luverne evened its record at 2-2 with 
a 12-10 region win over Horseshoe Bend, and Wicksburg 
continued to dominate its region foes with a 28-8 win 
over Cottonwood. In 1A, Florala posted a big 38-20 win 
over Southern Choctaw and may be a team to keep an eye 
on, while Pleasant Home slipped past winless McKenzie 
25-20 and Red Level blanked Houston County 26-0 to 
claim an impressive region win on the road. 

*** It was a good week for the college teams in the 
state as all three won, though maybe not as easily as their 
fans would have liked. Alabama overcame a sea of penalty 
flags and self-inflicted wounds to get past Texas 20-19, 
thanks again to the poise and leadership of Bryce Young. 
One of my Facebook buddies had written earlier in the 
game that Young’s name should never again be mentioned 
in the same sentence with this year’s Heisman voting, but 
the Bama quarterback proved him wrong as he led a fourth 
quarter comeback and made two big plays that led to the 
win. Before leaving the Tide, placekicker Will Reichard 
may be the most underrated player ever to play football at 
Alabama. Back two years ago he made every extra point 
and field goal attempt all season and didn’t even make an 
All-American list, and ever since he has been at Bama he 
has been one of the most consistent kickers ever! Now 
over to Auburn, where the Tigers overcame a sluggish 
start to down San Jose State 24-16, in the type of game 
Auburn fans have become used to in the early season. The 
Tigers have a solid team in many areas and will win their 
share of games, but at least once or twice a year seem to 
play down to the level of their competition. As for Troy, 
the Trojans needed a half to get last week’s loss to Ole 
miss out of their system and then took charge in a 38-17 
win over an outmatched squad from Alabama A & M. 
Troy is just beginning its rebuilding process after a bad 
hire a few years back, and should be a team to watch in its 
conference sooner than later. 

*** Major League Baseball passed a sweeping set of 
rule changes last week that will be noticeable to even the 
least interested baseball fan. The changes included the 
implementation of a pitch clock and a ban on defensive 
shifts that have become so prevalent in recent seasons. The 
pitch clock will be set on 15 seconds with no runners on 
base and 20 seconds with runners on base, and the catcher 
must be in position when the clock hits 10 seconds, the 
batter must have both feet in the box at 8 seconds and the 
pitcher must start a ‘motion to pitch’ by the expiration of 
the clock. Violations by the pitcher or catcher will result 
in a ball to the batter, while a violation by the batter will 
result in a strike. The banning of defensive shifts will no 
doubt have an immediate impact on the game, since all 
teams routinely move an extra infielder to one side of the 
diamond and often moves an infielder into a place in the 
outfield. The new rules state all four infielders must have 
both feet on the dirt and that no more than two infielders 
will be allowed on either side of second base. In other 
moves, the league put in a rule changing the size of the 
base to help prevent collisions, and that a pitcher may 
make a pickoff attempt to a base only twice while the 
same batter is at the plate. I will admit I don’t like the des-

ignated hitter and downright hate the runner being placed 
on second in extra-inning games. However, the new rules 
should help make the games go by quicker and will have 
little impact on the actual game itself. 

*** Ye Ole Polish Prognosticator dropped by over the 
weekend and after hitting only 24 of his 33 picks last week 
was shaking his head. The local guesspert had been on a 
roll the last two weeks, but was surprised last week and 
hinted he may have to bring out his crystal ball earlier than 
ever if his struggles continue. Oh well, he did leave this 
week’s fearless forecast, and here goes...

Outscore Brantley 42-35 


Elba Tigers win 1A

The Elba Tigers and Brantley Bulldogs tangled last 
Thursday night in a Class 1A showdown on Mack Wood 
Field and when the lights on the scoreboard finally quit 
flickering it was the Tigers that left the field with a wild 
42-35 upset win over the top-ranked Bulldogs, 

Brantley received the game’s opening kickoff and set 
sails down the field on a 15-play scoring drive that ate up 
almost nine minutes off the clock. The drive was led by 
the running of Kedrick Brown and the passing of Jayden 
Parks, and it was Parks that capped the drive when he 
leaped over the goal line from two yards out. The extra- 
point try failed, but with 3:09 left in the opening quarter 
the Bulldogs were on top 6-0. 

Elba began its initial offensive series at its own 27-yard- 
line and the Tigers went 73 yards in eight plays to grab 
the lead. A 36-yard pass from Alvin Henderson to Collin 
Arnold on the first play of the series set the tone for the 
long scoring drive, with the Tiger touchdown coming on 
a 14-yard scamper by Alvin Henderson. Alex Wisecup 
kicked the extra-point, and with 11:53 left in the second 
quarter Elba had taken a 7-6 lead. 

The Tigers got the ball right back on a fumble recovery 
at the Brantley 29-yardline and needed only two plays to 
cash in the turnover, with Alvin Henderson scoring his 
second touchdown of the night on a 19-yard burst up the 
middle. Wisecup’ 's extra-point attempt was true, and with 
10:00 remaining in the second quarter the Tigers lead was 
up to 14-6. . 

The Elba Gita stopped a Brantley fourth down gam- 
ble near midfield on the Bulldogs ensuing possession and 
again the Tigers took advantage of the short field as they 
went 48 yards in five plays to add to their early advantage. 
Alvin Henderson got the call on all five plays, and capped 
the scoring drive with a 29-yard touchdown dash, while 
Alex Wisecup drilled the extra-point as Elba upped its lead 
to 21-6 with 2:32 left in the half. 

Brantley’s offense came back to life on its ensuing 
possession and needed only three plays to cut into the 
Elba lead. Jayden Parks completed three straight passes 
for 49 yards to lead the Bulldogs down the field, with the 
score coming on a 26-yard touchdown toss from Parks 
to Kedrick Brown. Parks passed to Kaleb Weed for the 
two-point conversion, and with1:09 left on the clock the 
Bulldogs were back within 21-14. 

Elba began its next series near midfield and stunned the 
Bulldogs by quickly getting back into the endzone. After 
a penalty flag on first down wiped out a 35-yard gallop by 
JT Coleman, the Tigers went to the airways and connected 
when Brayden Johnson found Cayden Adkins running 
behind the Brantley defense and dropped in a pass that 
Adkins pulled in and turned into a 66-yard touchdown 
toss.  Wisecup’: 's extra-point was true, and with 31-seconds 
left in the half the Tigers appeared in command with a 
28-14 lead. 

Brantley began its initial possession of the second half 
at its own 20-yardlone after an Elba punt and wasted little 
time as the Bulldogs went 80 yards in seven plays to chop 
the Elba lead to six points. Kedrick Brown rushed for 63 
yards on five carries during the scoring march and scored 
the Bulldog touchdown on a 3-yard run, and Robert Shine 
bulled over for the two-point conversion as Brantley 
pulled within 28-22 with 7:22 left in the third quarter. 

Elba lost a fumble on its ensuing possession to stop a 
scoring threat at the Brantley 5-yardline, but regained pos-
